Thirty-two persons were believed to 
have been killed in a tropical hurri- 
cane that raged down the Mexican 
seaboard Friday, and at least two 
lied in a gale lashing the central At- 
antic coast. 

The report of the 32 deaths came 
in a message to the New York of- 
fices of the Pan-American Airways, 
Inc., from Tampico, Mexico, where 
1,000 were said to be homeless. The 
storm tore down communication fa- 
cilities, so that details of the dam- 
age were not received in the United 


States.

$2 DEAD, 1,000 HOMELESS 
IN MEXICAN HURRICANE 


BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Sept. 15. 
(P)—A tropical hurricane of moder- 
ate intensity swept the countryside 
on the sparsely-settled Mexican coast 
between Brownsville and Tampico, 
Mexico, today, and caused two con- 
flicting reports as to its toll. 

New York offices of Pan-American 
Airways, Inc., received a report from 
Tampico that 32 persons were believed 
killed and about 1,000 were, made 
homeless. 

No deaths were recorded in reports 
received here, however, and the hur- 
rieane damage was described as 
„minor.“ 

Striking mainland between Tuxpam 
and a point half between Tampico and 
Brownsville, the storm unroofed 3 
few homes in Tampico and sent huge 
waves against the shore. The Mexi- 
ean tug Cernicalo was believed to have 
been lost. 

A report from Tampico to the Pan- 
American airport here said the wind 
velocity reached 60 miles an hour last 
night, but the gales stopped early in 
the day. 

A Mexican telegraph compariy of: 
fice manager at Tampico notified his 
Galveston office at noon that the 
storm was “all over now; various 
houses have been unroofed but no se- 
rious damage done.” ; 

He added that heavy rains begin- 
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Indignation mingled with approval 
and sympathy Friday as college presi- 
dents, ministers, social workers, law- 
yers, jurists and doctors expressed 
opinions on the ethics of 13 Telfair 
county physicians who have banded 
together “not to visit anyone whose 
name appears on the delinquent or 
bad pay list except for cash in ad- 
vance.” 

Few human questions or subjects 
have drawn more varied opinion than 
this matter of cash medical service, 
But through all the criticism and dis- 
approval there ran one statement: 

“T never knew a doctor who would 
not administer to the sick in time of 
need.“ 

Doctors for the greater part viewed 
the movement to place medical service 
on a paying basis as necessary, Some 
called attention to their own plight 
and one said he was behind with his 
office rent because his “patients would 
not or could not pay for treatment 
given. 

Doctors Defend Movement. 

Several of the doctors pointed out 
that the movement to demand pay for 
services was “something to benefit the 
honest person as well as the dead- 
beat.” They said that by making all 
pay for medical attention, rates for 
ealls and advice could be reduced to 
the general public. 

Merrill Hutchinson, of 86 Eleventh 
street, N. E., a Christian Science prac- 
titioner, said he expected the move- 
ment to “result in a healthier citizenry 
for Telfair county because doctors give 
too much medicine anyway.” 

“However,” Mr. Hutchinson added, 
“the adoption of such pledges is un- 
thinkable and simply inhuman. Jesus 


said we should forgive our debtors and 
heal the sick and lame. Beside that 
point, the question of attending or not 
attending the sick because of any de- 
Iinqueney should rest as an individual 
matter with the physician.” 

Howard Ridicules Plan. 

“I simply cannot conceive of a doc- 
tor, following a profession so humani- 
tarian in its nature, declining to ren- 
der aid to the poor devil because he 
is broke,” said William Schley How- 
ard, attorney and former congress- 
man. “I believe that a patient could 
demand that the doctor give a guar- 
antee of a correct diagnosis and cor- 
rect treatment, if the doctor is so 
mercenary. as to demand cash on the 
barrel, but you would have a devil of 
a chance of ever proving that the doce 
tor was wrong. 

“You see, when you get one doctor 
into court, he will never admit that 
another doctor is wrong. If you don't 
believe that, just sue one for mal- 
practice. They form a sort of trust 
and stick closer together than the 
bark on a tree. If you sue one of 
them for cutting off the left leg when 
it was the right that was ailing, your 
doctor witnesses in court will testify 
that the right should have come off 
anyhow because it was rotten. 

“Try and Prove It.” 

“But, if a patient gets a guarantee 
of correct diagnosis and correct treat- 
ment under the ‘cash and carry’ plan 
of medical treatment, he would have 
a perfect right to be more critical 
than patients have been in the past 
of doctors’ mistakes. And the patient 
could sue for heavy damages if the 
diagnosis and treatment were faulty, 
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BOWEN GETS YEAR 
NKIDNAPIG CASE 


Parole Seen for Youth 
Who Said He Entered 
Plot To Help Banker. 


Pryor Bowen, 17-year-old Lavonia 
youth whose help in time of need 
saved John K. Ottley Sr., president 
of the First National Bank of At- 
lanta, from further discomfort at the 
hands of kidnapers, Friday was giv- 
en a sentence of 12 months on the 
chain ‘gang for his alleged part in the 
kidnaping, but with the ray of hope 
that good behavior would result in 
probation within a short time. 

Bowen was convicted Friday morn- 
ing by a jury in Judge John D. Hum- 
phries’ division of Fulton superior 
court, but was saved from a one to 
four-year sentence fixed by the jury 
when Judge Humphries followed the 
jury's recommendation that the ‘crime 
be treated as a misdemeanor and 
passed the 12-month sentence. 

Conviction of Bowen scored 100 
per tent for Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin in the Ottley kidnaping case. 
the principal defendant, William Ran- 
dolph Delinski, having already ro- 
ceived a total sentence of 21 to 28 
years on conviction of kidnaping, rob- 
bery and carrying à concealed pistol 
without a license. 

The Bowen jury reached a verdict 
after being deadlocked “six to six” 
overnight. The decision came after 
a second recharge in which Judge 
Humphries again told the jury that 
there was no coercion of Bowen in- 
volved in the case. 

Len B. Guillebeau, attorney for 
Bowen, said that there will be no ap- 
peal, but that Bowen will begin serv- 
ing his sentence. We are, of course, 
disappointed that the jury found Pry- 
or guilty. as we had hoped for ex- 
oneration,“ Guillebeau said.

Barton Baird; Southern 
Bell’s Georgia Manager, 
Is All-Day Witness. 


The Georgia public service commis- 
sion was told Friday by the Southern 
Bell Telephone Company that any re- 
duction of telephone rates in Georgia 
would be “confiscatory” and a viola- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment to 
the United States constitution. 

Thomas Barton Baird, Georgia man- 
ager of the company, raised the ques- 
tion of constitutionality just before 
he concluded his all-day appearance 
on the witness stand, during which he 
told of dwindling business and earn- 
ings of the company in this state. 

After Baird finished, the hearing 
recessed to September 25 to permit at- 
forneys for the company to be in 
South Carolina next week to present 


testimony before a referee in a legal 
fight over the South Carolina commis- 
sion’s order for a reduction in tele- 
phone rates in that state. 

The constitutional question was 
mentioned only briefly by Baird, but 
in legal circles it was said that the 
raising of such an issue might be an 
important factor if the commission 
should cut the company's rates in 
Georgia, amd the company should go 
to federal court to try to block a 
rate cut. 

Revenue Figures Given. 

Baird said the company’s total op- 
erating revenues in Georgia in 1932 
were $8,368,050 and total operating 
expenses and interest on funded debt 
applicable to Georgia $6,779,912, leav- 
ing a net income before dividends of 
$1,596,850. “To reduce all telephone 
rates by 25 per cent would reduce the 
operating revenue by $2,092,012, which 
would leave a total deficiency in earn- 
ings necessary to meet operating ex- 
penses and fixed charge requirements, 
not including dividends on common 
stock, of $495,161,” he said. “From 
this it will be seen that a cut in 
telephone rates would not be of ma- 
terial benefit in enabling present sub- 
scribers to continue service or former 
subscribers to reconnect service, but 
would be of grave consequence to the 
company itself and to the users of tele- 
phene service in this state.”

There was 
no official declaration to this effect. 
The new Cuban administration put 


down one rebellion m Pinar Del Rio 
province without bloodshed as it set 
to work making effective the new 
constitution promulgated Thursday. 
One of its acts was to indict the for- 
mer secretary of interior on a num- 
ber of charges. Another was to con- 
solidate the departments of interior 
and war. 

The most pressing problem facing 
the Cuban government was the con- 
tinued challenge to its authority by 
the 500 army officers assembled in 
the Hotel Nacional. 4 light field 
piece, additional soldiers and augment- 
ed armaments were placed around the 
building. 

The reports reaching Washington 
mentioned a mob threatening an 
American ice factory at Manzanillo, 
the tense political situation at San- 
tiago—where an army sergeant obe- 
cupied the mayor’s chair—and un- 
settled conditions at Cienfuegos and 
Antilla.

HAVANA. Sept. 15.—The new 
Cuban government today disposed of 
one revolution, heard rumors of an- 
other uprising and took stronger 
measures against 500 former army of- 
ficers who have barricaded themselves 
in the Hotel National to give point 
to their demands that Ramon Grau 
San Martin step out as president. 

Dr. Grau San Martin conferred in 
secret tonight with representatives of 
the most powerful opposition political 
factions and was understood to have 
turned a deaf ear to demands that he 
resign. 

A few hours after the new Cuban 
government had disposed of its first 
revolution and heard rumors of an- 
other uprising, representatives of five 
powerful groups met the president in 
a private house and demanded that he 
yield to a regime including representa- 
tion from all factions. 

It was learned on highest authority 
he gave no indication he intended to 
comply. 

The army general staff announced 
that approximately 20 rebels who 
started a subversive movement last 
night in Pinar Del Rio province had 
surrendered near Consolacion Del Sur. 
They were under the leadership of 
Captain Fernando Aran. 

Reports said to have come over 
government telegraph wires revealed 
that Captain Juan Blas Fernandez, 
veteran rebel against the former Pres- 
ident Gerardo Machado, again was in 
arms near Sancti Spiritus in Santa 
Clara province. Three hundred men 
were said to be with him.

WILNO, Poland, Sept. 15.—(Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency.) — The famed 
“Chofetz Chaim,” venerated by ortho- 
dox Jews throughout the world as one 
of the 31 saints because of whose 
piety the world has not been destroyed, 
died today in the village of Radin, 
near here, where he had spent most 
of his 105 years.

hewspapermen he thought the treas- 
ury might show a surplus when the 
books are balanced at the end of the 
fiscal year. 

Revenues are increasing in all their 
classifications, he said. adding that he 
looked for a tremendous upward surge 
between January 1 and June 30, when 
the fiscal year closes. 

He regarded repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment as “probable” and 
predicted it would be a great help to 
the nation’s fiscal officers in their 
effort to make the government's ac- 
counts balance.

Voting to raise the salaries of 4,300 
municipal employes 10 per cent, ef- 
fective as of September 15, the fi- 
nance committee of council Friday 
afternoon paved the way for Atlanta’s 
co-operative participation in “the 
spirit of NRA” and sent the measure 


to eouncil for sanction Monday. 

In addition, the committee, under 
the leadership of Alderman Ed 
Gilliam, exempted all employes mak- 
ing $100 or less from a7 salary cuts, 
and at the insistence 6f Councilman 
J. Raymond Curtis, of the tenth ward 
and chairman of the board of firemas- 
ters, set up $4,700 to retain the serv- 
ices of 21 firemen for the remainder 
of the year. The extra firemen had 
been added to work during the vaca- 
tion period. 55 

Every employe of the municipality, 
including about 1,800 in the school de- 
partment, will benefit from the salary 
‘restoration voted Friday. A total of 
‘$171,000 was added in salary ac- 


counts, 
One Cut To Remain. 

The increase will leave only a 10 
per cent slash effective in higher 
brackets. ; 

Estimated costs of the restoration 
of the 10 per cent as furnished by B. 
Graham West, city comptroller, show- 
ed that it will take $73,000 for the 
2.500 non-school employes, and $98,- 
000 for the 1,800 employes of the 
school department for the remainder 
k the year.

Only a total of about $125,000 was

In Georgia’s Fields and Streams

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Sept. 15.—I 
am told by the Tidewater division of 
the state department of game and 
fish that whenever any dredging 


operations are going on that fossil 
shark teeth are brought up in tre- 
mendous numbers. These teeth range 
in size from about an inch to six 
inches or more in length and are 
black, save for the outer coating of 
enamel, which is a grayish brown. The 
edges of the teeth are slightly ser- 
rated, as if the enamel had been ap- 
plied in two layers and pinched to- 
gether over the tooth with a sharp- 
pointed tool. These teeth are sur- 
prisingly heavy. I have had no op- 
portunity to weigh thei, but they 
seem to weigh at least two pounds in 
six-inch specimens. This is merely 
guesswork, however, and must not be 
considered a serious estimate. 

These fossil teeth are found not 
only at the coast, but as far north as 
the geological fall line, which crosses 
the state from Augusta to Macon and 
thence to Columbus. The entire area 
south of this line was under water 
until comparatively recent time, geo- 
logically speaking. I have seen speci- 
mens which were found in grading 
operations at August. 

Of course, estimations of the prob- 
able size of these ancient sharks must 
be made on the basis of comparisons of 
these engrmous teeth with the teeth 
of living species. Such a method is 


not accurate, in that we have no 
clues tu possible variations of body 
size and contours, and therefore we 
must proceed with caution when any 
such estimates are to be made. 1 
shall not list the various calculations 
used to arrive at a tentative conclu- 
sion, but there is a bit of satisfaction 
in arriving at a stupendous result, re- 
ducing it a third for the sake of con- 
servatism and then marveling at the 
still prodigious size indicated by the 
figures. Let's say it, then; 75 feet 
would be the estimate I would offer 
after pitifully few observations. 
The only reason that we cannot tell 
the size of these extinct animals is 
that there is not a single true bone in 
the body of a shark. Skull, verte- 
brae and girdles are there, but only 
as cartilage. The scales on the body 
and the teeth are.made of the same 
materials and are similar in strue- 
ture indicating the same histological 
derivation. Since there are no bones 
to become fossilized and the teeth are 
all that remain, we must leave a lot 
to the imagination while we wish, 
vainly perhaps, for more facts. I 
think one of these small teeth, mount- 
ed in gold, would make a nice watch 
charm. Why such souvenirs have not 
been devised for the tourist trade 
before I cannot. understand. At any 
rate, I am glad that these giants of 
other days do not frequent the shal- 
low seas of the present oceans, Swim- 
ming would become a lost art.

O REOPEN CLOSED BANKS. 
The reported “intensive cam- 
paign’” by the federal government 
to reopen aS many 4s possible of 
the banks throughout the country 
which have collapsed during the de- 
pression, would, if successful, be 
a major contribution to the buy 
now” feature of the recovery pro- 
gram. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars 
of depositors’ funds are still tied 
up in these closed banks, of which 
every state in the Union has a lib- 
eral share. Thousands of deposi- 
tors have been removed as cus- 
tomers for everything except the 
bare necessities of life, because 
their ready money was tied up in 
checking or savings accounts in 
banks which had ceased to operate. 

Most of these depositors are now 
padly in need of manufactured ar- 
ticles of all kinds and their money 
will soon find its way to the chan- 
nels of trade when it is released, 

The reported plan suggested by 
the president contemplates the re- 
opening by January 1 of every bank 
not irremediably insolvent, through 
co-operation of local communities 
ind the federal government. Each 
community with a closed bank will 
be asked to subscribe towards the 
enlargement of its capital to a point 
where it can be safely reopened, 
and the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation will put up whatever 
sum is necessary over the amount 
pledged from local sources. 

The reopening of closed banks 
would be a godsend to thousands 
of communities throughout the 
country, many of which have been 
without banking facilities for long 
periods, but more than anything 
alag it would add tremendous im- 
petus to the campaign to increase 
buying. 


UCHIDA QUITS. 

The resignation of Count Yasuya 
Uchida as foreign minister of Japan 
will undoubtedly be received with 
regret among the chancellories of 
the nations interested in develop- 
ments in the far east. 

Uchida is a diplomat of unusual 
ability and his long career in the 
public life of his country has made 
him intimately familiar with inter- 
national conditions. While a mem- 
ber of the progressive element 
which has directed the policies of 
the Japanese government during 
the past two years, he has tem- 
pered his acts to avoid open 
breaks with other countries. 

The regret over his retire- 
ment will be intensified by the 
announcement of the  appoint- 
ment of Koki Hirota as his suc- 
. cessor. Hirota, former ambassa- 
dor to Moscow, is an intense na- 
tionalist and there is good ground 
for the fear that under his direc- 
tion. the Japanese foreign policy 
will become more uncompromising 
and make the position of other na- 


tions in the far east more difficult. 


The fear that the situation in the 
far east, from the standpoint of the 
occidental nations, will be made 
more delicate, is unfortunately ag- 
gravated by the concurrent state- 
ment by General Araki, minister of 
war, calling for an increase in Japa- 
nese defenses because of the con- 
tinued presence of the American 
fleet in Asiatic waters. 

Much of the tension between the 
United States and Japan during the 
past 24 months has resulted from 
the control of the Japanese govern- 
ment ‘by the radical and military 
elements of the leaders of that 
country—a situation made worse 
by the unfortunate attitude of Sec- 
retary of State Stimson towards the 
fighting at Shanghai and in Man- 
churia. 

The American state department 
under Secretary Hill has shown 2 
more sympathetic attitude towards 
Japan’s purposes, and it is to be 
hoped that the change from 
Uchida to Hirota will not result in 
a change in that attitude. i 

There seems to be little doubt 


by Manchuria of the Russian in- 
terest in the Chinese Eastern rail- 
road. 

Uchida’s statesmanship avoided 
many clashes between Japan and 
other nations. It is to be hoped 
that Hirota will be wise enough to 
realize that, in the long run, it 
will be to Japan’s best interests to 
keep on friendly relations with the 


other great powers. 


WHITE HOUSE VETERAN PASSES. 

The death of Irwin H. Hoover, 
major-domo of the White House 
for 40 years, removes a figure 
known for more than a third of 
a century to the-great of the world 
who called at the official residence 
of the head of the United States 
government. 

Princelings of every clime, and 
of every race and color, statesmen, 
diplomats, rulers of the world of 
finance and business have been 
guided through the White House 
by this veteran employe. 

No man has known our presi- 
dents since Cleveland as intimately 
as “Uncle Ike,” as he was dubbed 
yéars ago by the members of the 
press in the national capital. Fa- 
miliar to him were peculiarities and 
idiosyncrasies of our first citizens 
and their families that, in some in- 
stances at least, it is better never 
became publicly known. 

Never a word about the behind- 
the-scenes developments in the 
White House ever came from his 
mouth. To have revealed such se- 
crets, he felt, would have been to 
betray his office“ as chief usher. 

His service to the country, al- 
though not in exalted position, was 
unique in its faithfulness and ef- 
ficiency and in the dignity with 
which it was clothed. He was, in 
many respects, one of the most in- 
teresting employes the American 
government has had in more than 
a century and a half of existence.

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that have come about, the day is in- 
evitably approaching when a distinc- 
tive, conscious Jewish life in Russia 
will be a thing of the past. What 
persecution and pogroms could not 
accomplish, peaceful assimilation is 
doing at present. Especially the 
younger Jewish element is dissolving 
in the new environment. Only the old 
and feeble are still holding on to Jew- 
ish traditions. Each year is thin- 
ning their ranks and soon there will 
be no Jews of the old stamp left. 
This does not mean that there will 
not always be human beings left in 
Russia who are of the Jewish race, 
but there will be no distinct, separate 
Jewish life. Jews will not contribute 
to the sum total of a civilization in 
genesis as Jews. They will have no 
literature of their own, no theaters, 
no religious life. All that is disap- 
pearing rapidly. Not by force, let 
it be said once more, but by the very 
character of the new social conditions 


which have been introduced in Rus- 
sia. The young Jews have thrown 
themselves into the new life with an 
enthusiasm, with a zeal and a hero- 
ism, that they surpass the most rig- 
orously orthodox socialists among the 
non-Jews. 

J am sure that Mr. Stalin is, con- 
tent with 100 per cent communism. 
Some of the young Jews I met were al- 
ready 110 per cent and still going 
strong. To the nationalist Jew the 
changing situation in Russia must 
need appear disastrous. To the men 
who always considered that the mis- 
sion of Judaism was to make a Jew- 
ish contribution to civilization and 
then merge into the larger life, it 
must come as a fulfillment of proph- 
ecy. Perhaps a new Jewish cultural 
life will emerge some day in Russia. 
Perhaps after the physical conditions 
of life have been made more secure 
and prosperous will Jews again turn 
to the well-springs of their people's 
greatness. 

Perhaps, but at present there is no 
evidence of this. Jewish learning, 
Jewish life is disappearing and with 
these things the Jew. There is no 
conscious effort on the part of the 
government to make the Jew disap- 
pear—what might be called a vari- 
ant of Hitler’s infamous policy—but 
he is going nevertheless.

Health Talks

TOO MUCH ANTITOXIN CAN'T 
BE GIVEN. 

It is impertinent to inquire whether 
the paper is paying good money for 
the Dr. Brady stuff or whether the 
American Medical Association is fur- 
nishing it gratis—using Dr. Brady's 
hame to get it over to more people? 

An anxious mother inquired wheth- 
er the ill health of her child after 
diphtheria might not be due to an 
overdose of antitoxin. Dr. Brady 
showed his A. M. A. association by 
asserting that antitoxin is invariably 
harmless. 

Our own family experience tells us 


this is not true. Our 3-year-old child 
lay for weeks in a helpless condition 
while nature was attempting to rid 
her delicate physical organism of an 
overdose of antitoxin given by an 
overzealous young A. M. A. adherent 
fresh from the University of 
We have ever since given thanks that 
we escaped a tragedy! (Minnesota 
Reader.) 

Although I am a member or fellow 
of the American Medical Association 
I'm as popular with the present or- 
ganization as the city tax collector 
is with Chicago’s school teachers, 

When my own child had just a 
suspicious looking slight sore throat, 

did not wait for the laboratory re- 
port on the culture, but administered 
at once 20,000 units of antitoxin, 
which I think the minimum dose 
worth giving in any case. In this 
case it proved unnecessary—the sore 
throat was gone next morning—but 
the assurance I felt about the illness 
that night was well worth the price. 
If there were any serious effects to 
be feared from an “overdose” of anti- 
toxin, would I so lightly give the anti- 
toxin to my own child—on a mere 
suspicion of diphtheria? 

or the benefit of parents or others 
who believe my teachings are sei- 
entific, sensible and sincere. I now re- 
affirm my positive conviction that it 
is impossible to give too much anti- 
toxin in any @ase of diphtheria, and 
it is perfectly safe to administer anti- 
toxin in adequate dose as a prophy- 
lactic precaution even if there in 
doubt about the diagnosis. 

When it comes to a question of the 
amount of antitoxin to give when 
diphtheria is definitely diagnosed, ex- 
perience has shown that the fatal 
error is in giving. too little at the 
first dose. There is no way to deter- 
mine in the emergency how many 
units of diphtheria poison or toxin 
have already been produced and 
poured into the circulation. It is 
too easy to underestimate the quan- 
tity of antidote required to neutral- 
ize the poison. 

Unneutralized diphtheria. toxin has 
a way of causing paralysis—a compli- 
cation comparatively ra 
adays, though it was frigbtfully com- 
mon in the old days before antitoxin 
was discovered. 

In severe cases of diphtheria 200,- 
000 to 800,000 units of antitoxin may 
save life when ordinary doses wou 
be 1 — inadequate. An initial dose

The date fixed in their minds for the census is around October 
15. They bélieve employers will be able to give intelligent figures 
about that date. 

Of course the whole thing hinges on what the administration 
is going to do about inflation in the meantime. However, in- 
flation would not interfere, with the plan, except possibly to delay it. 


The scheme sounds good. It is a logical step which has been 
lurking back in Johnson’s mind all along. 

Probably the industrialists will howl. They will think it means 
increased costs. That factor will not be important in the end. 

It is merely “share-the-work” carried to its fullest national 
extent.

My dear Louise: 

I don’t blame you for dreading the dentist. We all do. 
you that he doesn’t hurt you half as much as you hurt yourself. 
that is equally true of all dreadful things. * 

When Mussolini’s dentist warned him that 
something would hurt, the great dictator an- 
swered: “I do not fear pain.“ 

That tells the story in few wordse Millions 
of people live in fear of pain, and fear multi- 
plies their suffering. Which is another way of 
saying that most of the pain they seem to feel 
is imaginary. 

That is hard to believe unless you experi- 
ment, but observation will teach you how true 
it is. 

The native of Australia, most primitive of 
men, can amputate a diseased foot by burning 
it off. The explanation commonly given is that 
he has no imagination and therefore feels only 
the pain which is genuine. 

How true that is I do not know, but it is true that the “lower” ani- 
mals, though severely wounded, eat and drink and continue about their 
affairs as though uninjured. Yet they feel pain as we do, for they yelp 
or squeal or snarl when they are hurt. 

When a small boy must have a splinter picked from his finger, he 
begins to yell bloody murder before the needle touches him. Imagina- 
tion makes the thing hurt before it hurts. 

It you could learn to rid yourself of unreasoning fears and measure 
the actual hurt itself, you would find that pain is not one-tenth as bad 
as you think it. 

1 can’t teach you the trick of it. You must learn by honest experi- 
mentation. But can tell you something that will help. 

Read this carefully. Pain is largely fear of pain. Fear is imagina- 
tion. And imagination requires concentration. For instance, while you 
are daydreaming—that is, using your imagination—you are unaware of 
everything around you. | 

Since your mind must be concentrated to develop imaginary pain, 
anything that distracts your mind makes the pain less. Excited people 
are unaware of a slight hurt. 

If the dentist is wise enough to keep talking, he can lessen the pain 
by calming your fears. And you can do as much for yourself by think- 
ing of something else.

Dr. W. E. Barber, president of the 
Fulton County Medical Society, ap- 
proved the move of the Telfair physi- 
cians and predicted that such meth- 
ods would spread to all sections of 
the country. 

Indorsement of the position taken 
by the Telfair county physicians was 
expressed in a statement given out 
by the publicity committee of the Ful- 
ton County Medical Society. 

“While we do not want to see any 
one suffer, we feel that the doctors 
have been made to go further than 
they are to be called upon to go,” the 
committee said. The doctor deserves 
to look out for himself to some ex- 
tent. It is a known fact that right 
here in Atlanta there are doctors who 
are on the verge of joining the bread 
line because of the same conditions 
faced by the physicians of Telfair 
county.” 

Say Ancient Oath’ Changed. 

Physicians said they felt that mod- 
ern conditions had changed the bind- 
ing “Hippocratic oath” for healers. 
The ancient oath was formulated by 
Hippocrates, earliest of Greek physi- 
cians, and while not sworn to by mem- 
bers of the medical profession is gen- 
erally accepted as a creed... 

The famous oath sets out that doc- 
tors will “attend the sick and en- 
deavor to do every service deemed 
wise and ends by saying: “While 
I keep this oath inviolate may it be 
granted me to enjoy life and the prac- 
tice of the art always respected by 
men, but should I break or violate 
this oath may the reverse be my lot.” 

Dr. Joseph Yampolsky, president of 
the Fifth District Pediatric Associa- 
tion, said the Telfair doctors were 
justified in demanding cash from pa- 
tients who are able to pay but will 
not. He believes the entire medical 
fraternity will soon be forced to take 
similar steps. | 

Jacobs “Sympathetic.” 

Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, president of 
Oglethorpe University, said he sym- 
pathized with the problems of doctors 
and realized they were often the vic- 
tims of professional deadbeats. He 
added that he had never known a 
physician who would not attend the 
sick “when they knew they wished to 
pay but could not pay.” 

Dr. D. Witherspoon Dodge, pastor 
of the WGST radio church, mid “‘doc- 
tors are like preachers and are sub 
ject to call at all times. If I were a 
doctor I would not admit that I ever 
hesitated to go to the aid of the sick.

Thinks Pledge Not Binding. 

Judge Shepard Bryan, well-known 
Atlanta jurist, said “doctors are a 
pretty good lot. All of us know they 
work thousands of hours for nothing. 
Pledge or no pledge, I can’t believe 
the Telfair county doctors would re- 
fuse to go to the bedside of a person 
in pain.” 

Miss Rhoda Kaufman, secretary of 
the Family Welfare Society, took the 
view that the doctors are right and 
that where destitute people are un- 
able to pay, “the communities should 
pay the doctors for their medical at- 
tention.” 

Attorney Hits Policy. 

Emerson’s natural law of compensa- 
tion works out the doctor's salvation 
in the long run when the physician 
puts on the cuff” his patients who 
are unable to pay, in the opinion of 
Bond Almand, attorney, whose grand- 
father was one of the old-type coun- 
try doctors. 

“It made no difference if the pa- 
tient lived 30 or 50 miles away, if 
he was called he answered without 
looking at his account book,” Mr. 
Almand said. 

“The doctor has a right to regu- 
late his own profession and his own 
practice,“ said Mr, Almand, yet, it 
is strange that the doctor who has 
a high calling or profession, takes 
a high sounding oath and then adopts 
a ‘cash-and-carry’ policy. 

“The physician’s calling comes very 
near to that of a minister—having 
the obligation of looking after the 
physically ill while the minister looks 
after the soul. The consideration of 
whether the patient has got anything 
financially ought not to enter the 
case. Legally, there is nothing the 

atient can do if the physicfan re- 
uses to answer a call, but the doc- 
tor dedicates his life to humanity and 
I have never seen a doctor who gave 
of his time to charity and lost. 

“Lawyers do a great deal of free 
work, sometimes against their will, 
but, at least, they get the experience 
out of it.” 

Says Money Not Objective. 

H. A. Allen, an attorney, said that 
“doctors are on the same basis as 
lawyers. They have to have a living, 
but their profession is really not a 
money-making one. A profession is not 
a business, but the point is that the 
professional man is to help humanity. 

“Under the old rale in England,” 
said Mr. Allen, “the lawyers were not 
permitted to charge fees, but had 
pockets in the backs of their gowns, 
where clients could drop voluntary 
contributions for legal services. Of 
course, a lawyer could not run his 
business on any such plan under mod- 
ern conditions, but when human life 
is at stake, neither the doctor nor 
the lawyer should be too mercernary. 

When persons are dist or 
dying, money should be the secondary 
consideration. While there is no legal 
compunction on a doctor to serve 
without pay, it is a rather dangerous 
proposition to adopt a policy of ‘Pay 
and III come; don’t pay and I won't.’ 
It is a strong violation of ethics, even 
if the doctor is not liable to damages. 
As for the proposition of collecting in 
advance for a cure, a doctor gabe

ATLANTIC COAST PREPARES 
FOR ONSLAUGHT OF, STORM 

WILMINGTON, N. C., Sept. 15.— 
\P)—Winds of gale force buffeted the 
Carolina coast late today, claiming 
one life, and hurricane warnings were 
displayed from Wilmington to Nor- 
folk, as a tropical hurricane moved 
toward the Atlantic seaboard. 

The life lost was that of a member 
of the crew of the motorship Sun, 
who was washed overboard by a tre- 
mendous sea off Cape Hatteras. The 
brief message to the coast guard did 
not give his identity. 

Forerunner of stronger gales fore- 
cast during the night when the storm 
center was expected to strike, in the 
neighborhoud of Cape Lookout, winds 
of 48-miles-an-hour velocity were re- 
corded at Hatteras at 3:30 p. m. At 
the Virginia Capes the wind velocity 
was 32 miles an hour and similar 
winds were sweeping other coastal

Forewarned, the Carolinas’ coast, 
expected to bear the brunt of the 
storm, was fully prepared. Small 
craft scurried to shelter, vacationists 
moved from exposed sections of

Described by the weather bureau 
as à severe storm attended by gales 
over a wide area and by winds of 
hurricane force over a “considerable 
area” the tropical disturbance was 
expected to reach the coast late to- 
night or early tomorrow.

Georgians May Receive 
$2,400,000 Under Retro- 
active Processing Tax. 


TIFTON, Ga., Sept. 15.—()—In- 
complete reports from 15 of 35 tobac- 
co-growing counties today showed 
1,278 growers had signed production 
reduction agreements for the years 
1934-35. 

Harry L. Brown, assistant director 
of extension service of the University 
of Georgia, who is in charge of the 
campaign, made public the figures. 

Brown said only 177 growers inter- 
viewed refused to sign. 

The growers who had signed had a 
total of 21,334 acres in tobacco during 
the last three years with total produc- 
tion for the three years of 16,570,072 
pounds, 


60,000,000 CROP BASIS 
IS ASKED FOR GEORGIA 

DOUGLAS, Ga., Sept. 15.—(4)-——A 
tobacco production of 60 to 70 million 
pounds in 1984-1935 for Georgia grow- 
ers has been asked by E. C. West- 
brook, tobacco specialist, and Dr. J. 
Phil Campbell, director of extension, 
under the reduction campaign of the 
agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion, 

J. B. Hutson, chief of the tobacco 
section, has advised Westbrook, that 
while the acreage for 1931-32-33 
would be used as a base period for 
determining the acreage for the next 
two years, the average would be ap- 
proximately that of the 1933 crop, 
which produced about 60 million 
pounds, 

Advices from Washington today 
said adjustment adminisfration ex- 
perts contemplated making a diferen- 
tial payment to flue-cured growers 
who already have marketed their 1933 
crop, at the time the processing tax 
becomes effective October 1. 

An estimate from Georgia said the 
growers of this state who have sold 


this year’s crop would receive $2,400,- | 99 


00” by retroactive participation in the 
funds to come from the processing tax. 
Administration experts, however, said 
differential figure for rewarding flue- 
cured growers retroactively had not 
been worked out. 

About 45 per cent of the flue-cured 
crop is subject to the processing tax, 
Hutson advised Westbrook by wire, 
and the tax applies on tobacco when 
it enters into process of being manu- 
factured into the form in which it is 
consumed, 

Hutson said price adjustments are 
to be made to participating growers— 
those who sign contracts for 1934-35 
ho sold prior to closing of the 
markets, but the size of payment de- 
pends on the advance in prices after 
the market reopens, The parity price 
on last year’s crop, Hutson said, was 
15.6 cents, with this year's parity 
price higher. There will be one parity 
price for the entire flue-cured district. 

Westbrook and Campbell are urging 
that the Georgia crop be allowed to 
remain at 60 to 70 million pounds be- 
eause of the decrease already made in 
this state. Anything below this figure, 
Westbrook said, would make the crop 
an unprofitable one and would utilize 
the space of warehouses so that a 
profit could be realized. = 

State experts urged elimination of 
1932 crop figures from the basic pe- 
riod for determining the size of the 
crop for the next two years, because 
of the fact that it was a short crop 
caused by a heavy freeze in the early 
spring which destroyed many plants 
and an attack of blue mold later in 
the season. To include this figure in 
the base period, Westbrook said, 
would greatly interfere with the sign- 
up campaign in Georgia. 

Hutson said that while it would not 
be possible to eliminate the 1932 fig- 
ures, the base production for Georgia 
would be approximately the same as 
for 1933, while other flue-cured states 
would be materially cut. He said plans 
were being considered to provide alter- 
native methods of determining the 
base production in cases where the 
original plan would work an obvious 
injustice.

sold -by private companies, Lilienthal 
replied that while both would enter 
into the question, the yardstick theory 
is definitely in thé picture as a major 


step. 
Fair Return. 
“We must develop methods of cost 
accounting to learn what is a fair re- 
turn for power,” Lilienthal said. 
While some costs of a general nature 
are comparable, such ‘as meter read- 
ing, office maintenance and so. on, 
other factors enter which make the 
picture different for different areas. 

“Public ownership of power is just 
another method of public control when 
other forms of regulation break down 
or do not exist. If state utility com- 
missions are not @iving this public 
control, then it may be necessary for 
the government to step in, and by dis- 
tributing power itself show what is a 
fair rate to charge. This is the yard- 
stick method. Power is a monopoly 
and must be controlled by some 
method. | 

„When it comes to selecting areas 
in which the yardstick method will 
be used we shall select it on the basis 
of business rather than for competi- 
tive or social reasons, 

“I think it should be understood,” 
he continued, that nothing in our 
program is punitive. We do not in- 
tend to confiscate anybody’s property 
without due return for the investment, 
neither do we intend to deal unfairly 
with any interest. Public competi- 
tion in the past has meant neither 
death nor disaster to private com- 
panies. They usually have found 
that they can adjust themselves to the 


competition of the public agency,” 


Market Problem, 


Granted that an ample supply. of 
cheap power will be available in the 
Tennessee valley, Lilienthal was asked 
how a market was to be provided. 

In the first place, he said, we 
must make electric power attractive 
to the people. If it is provided cheap 
enough and a man finds, for example, 
that he can run his sawmill cheaper 
with electricity than he can with coal, 
then, of course he will use electricity. 

„Also we must assume that a sup- 
ply of cheap power is one way of 
‘raising the income of the people so 
as to provide un increased standard 
of living. This means that the peo- 
ple will be given the opportunity to 
buy more electric stoves, refrigerators, 
washers and other appliances, thereby 
consuming more power. 

“I think it is inevitable that in 
such a development the private power 
companies will be benefited, as other 
interests will be, by the growth of 
wealth. If this valley is developed 
as President Roosevelt's plan pro- 
vides, everbody will benefit.“
